VALCE woueys Lo vaclons parties on stooks, bonds,
and bullion, and a'ter such advances nnd loans
did eell gurd stooks, bonds ana bullion on ne-
count of the parties from whom the same
were received, snd to whom the moneye
were lent and advanced, dedoeling from sawl
sales the moneys 60 loancd sud advanced, with
the interest nod customary char s bankers;
and also bought and sold stocks, bonds, ete,, on
sheir own acconnt, and nol on commission or
for otners, The tax claimed as having accraed
out of the above dealiogs 1® onetwentieth of
one per centum monthly on all the aales of the
stocks, bonds, etc,, under the ninety-uloth sec-
tion of the act (18 U, S, 8t. p. 278), which im-

e« the taxon brokers, and “osakers doing

usiness ag brokers,” The question in the case is,
whether or not the plamtit's in earrying on the
aloresuid business under a banker’s lieense are 1o
be regarded ns baakers doing busines« as prok ers,
The tivet subdivision of tho ws‘t‘lnl{-ulnlh seetion
(p. 201) ennols that bankers employing capitul
not exceeding $00,000 shall pay Slu0 tor o
hieense, and two dollara for every thousand
over thie amount, and tonen defines the term
banker:—"[Every person, frm, company, eto,,
baving a place of busine:s—(l) where credits
are opened by the deposit or collection of
money or currency, sublect to be pald or
remitied upon dralt, check, or order; (2, where
money 18 advanced o1 loaued on stocks, bonds,
bullion, bills ol exohange, or promissory notes;
(3) where stocks, bonds, bullion, bille of ex-
change or promissory notes are received for dis-
count or sale, shall regarded s banker under
this act.” Besides the license jes exncted, the
banker, under the one bundred and tenth sec-
tion (puge 277), pays 4 1ax ol oue-twenty-tourth
of one per ceutum monthly upon the average
amount of deposils—oune-twenty-lourtn of one
per centum monthiy upon the average amount
of the capital of his bank beyond the amount
mvested 10 the Tnited Stutes bonds—one-twelitn
of one per centum monthly on the average
amount ol clreulation, 1 issued by any bank—
and o addition onesixth of one per ceutum
monthly on the amount ol clroeuiation beyond
ninety per centam of the capital., The license
fee snd the above tax uretne burdens imposed
on the banker lor the privileges conterved,
Now, among theee is the privilege of doing the
business get forth in the Will ol complant, and
to which we have relerred at large: sod
yet it i8 cluimed the plamtuls are lable
to the additional tax as prokers spe-
cified in the ninety-ninth eection of the
ac), According to this construction the
lcenee or privilege of the bauker would be of
little yalue, He wmight, ndecd, receive deposits

"Lhat, wheu he is autho-
rized to lend or advance money on stocks,
bonds, ete., e has the right, in case of detaull
in the repaywent, to convert the security into
money by way of relmbursement—and, “when
suthorized to reccive stocks, bouds, ete,, for
ga'e, be ony sell the smme without, in s1ther
instance, makme hiusell a broker, The United
Siales ve, Fisk et al,, decid at the last tgrm,
carried the privilegss of the banker” far
beyond the present easze; for it “was there
held thas he could purci:m and sell stocks,
bonds, ete,, for himsell, 2nd on his own account,
wunder big llcense—a business not specified in the
detint‘ion of a bavker. Thut case, in effect,
decided that any business which a banker could
carry on, 88 such, did not fall within the ninety-
nin!.{t section of the act, The case of the plain-
title, a9 set torth in the fourih paragraph of tne
bill, is, in substance, as follows:—That 1 carry-
ing on their business as bankers they purchase
stocks, bounds, ete,, for others, but wake the
purchases in their own nume, and sdvance their
own money, and take the transfers in their own
pume, and hold the stocks as security for re-
payment by the person for whom purchased:
and on receiving such repayment, interest, and
customary charges, deliver the stocks, bonds,

The exception wakes the banker out of
the category o' broker, and to muke (v more olear
what was intended by the exeeption, a provisois
added, “that any person holding a license as a
banker, shall not be required to take out a license
a8 & broker,” meaniog, obviously, that he mav
no business as & broker under his license as a
banker. But surely thero s nothiog in the pro-

vision which thas permits the business both of
& banker and broker to ba carried on under the
banker’s license that suggests the iden, or gives
any counienance to it, that dealing in both
eapactiies merges the banker futo the broker, =0
8= 1o gublect 8l his dealings 1o the broker's tax,
The fair nnd patural inference would seem to be
the other way, nsmely, that the broker s
merged in the banker. But we supoose the rea-

sonsble and proper conclusion e, that
although the licenge of the banker
autborizes him to do the business of
& broker without of

he is to be regarded as & bioker, and muost pay
the broker's tax, Toisfwe think, is not only
the natural conclusion and fair legal effect
